‘Agrippa coupl'd a Bitch of the fame 
colour call'd Madammoyfcelle lt is.con- 
feft he was fond of this Dog, as fome 
men are, and having drverc d his firft 
wife, would fufferhim for a Sarcafin to 
fleep with him under the fheetes. In 
his f/44y too, this dog would couch on 
the Table by his Mafter, whence this 
great Philofopber, inter fupelleBilem 
Chartaceam certe infignem delitefcens, 
fayth meras, would not fomtimes Air 
‘out for a whole week together.

ties which the Soul exercifeth in the Body; but 
difcover not her Nature, or Original! at all 
Jt was ingenuoufly done of Galen , who con 
fefs'd his Ignorance concerning the fubftance of 
the Soul, but this Fellow who had not fo much 
honeftie is voic’d Prince of Philofophers , and 
the pofitions of more glortous Authors ave ex- 
-amin’d by his Ditfats , as it were by a Touch- 
Rone ; Nay the Scripture it felf is oftentimes 
wrefted , and forc'd by his Difciples to votea 
Placet to his Conclufions. It is a miferable task 
todwell on this Ethnice,, to gather his ffraw 
and fubble moft of our Dayes, and after all to 
be no better acquainted with our {elves , but 
thatthe Soul isthe Caufe of Life, fenfe motion, | 
and underftanding. 1 pity our Cufiomarie Fol- | 
lies that we binde our felves over to a Prenti- | 
[bip of Expence and fludy , onely to compafiea | 
few fuperficiall Trueths which every p/ow-mau 
knows without book. Verily Nature is fo much 
a Tutor , that none can be ignorant in chefe 
Things ; for who is fo ftupid as not to know the 
Difference between Life and Death the abfence, 
ind preferce of his Soul ? Yer thefe very defi- 
B 2 nitions, 


nitions, though look'd upon asrare , profound, 
Philofophicall Determinations , inftru€& us in 
nothing more, Away then with this Peripate-l 
ticall Philofophy, this V ain Babling,as S. Pant 
juftly files it, for {ure inough he had fome Ex- 
perience of it at Athens, in. his Dilpure about 
the Refzrrettioz, Let us no more look on this 
Olla Podr ida, but on that. Spirit which refides 
in the Elements ;for this produceth reall Effects 
by the fubjequent Rotat iors of corruption & ge- 
neration, but the {pirit of Errour , which is 4- 
riftotl’s,produceth nought but a multiplicity of 
Notions. Obferye then,that this Szagirir and 
Nature are at a great diftance , the One 
ends in works the other in word : his Followers 
refine the old Notions , but not the old Crea- 
tures. And verily the Myftery of their profef- 
fion confifts oneiy in their Termes: if their Spe- 
culations were expos'd to the woild in a plaiz 
dreffe , their {ente is fo empty, and hallow, 
there is not any would acknowledge Them for 
Philofophers. In fome Difcourfes, I confefle 
they have Nature before them, but they go not 
the right way to apprehend her, They are ftill 
in Chafe, but never overtake their Game: for 
"who is he among Them, whoie knowledge is 
` fointite and regular, that he can juftifie his Po- 
fitions by Practice? Againe, in fome Things 


theysare quite befides the Cu/hion,they {cold and 
1 1 Jable 
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fquable about Whymzies and Problems of their 
own, which are no more in Nature then Løa- 
cians Lachanopters or H ippogypians. Now the 
Reafon of their Errours is, becaufe they are Ex- 
perienc'd in nothing but outward Accidents, or 
Qualities: and all the performance they can do 
in Philofophie is, to pronounce a Body Hot , or 
"Cold moytt, or drie ; But if they minde the Ef- 
fentiall Temperament, they are grofly milta- 
ken ın Rateing thefe Qualifications; for it is not 
the Touch,or fight that can difcern Intrinfecal, 
true Complexions. A Body that is outwardly 
Cold to the Sente, may be hotter i» Occulto 
where the eese Temperament lyes, then the 
Sar himfelf isin ALanifeffo. But they know | 
not the Providence of Nature how fhe interpo- 
feth a different refting ۵۵/۶۶۲ in the Circum- 
ference of every Thing, left the Qualities of 
Ambient Bodies (hould confpire in too great a 
meafure with the Center, and fo procure a Dif- 
folution of the Compound. Thus fhe interpo- 
feth her paffive refrefhing Spirit between the 
Centrall Fire, and the Su/phzr, Again the pla- _¢ 
ceth the Sa/phur between the Liquor of the $ 
Ceæleftiall Luna, and her outward Mercurie. 
- A rate and Admirable Texture, infallibly pro- 
ving, That none but God oze/y wife, who fores 
the Conveniencies and Di/conveniencies 
reatures , could range them in that fa- 
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ying Order , and Connexion. Butto go further 
with thefe Peripateticks : Their Philofophy isa 
lande of Phyfiognomy „They will judge of in- 
vifible, Inward Principles, (Formes as they call 
them) which ate fhut up in the Clofet of the 
Matter, and all this in perufing the out(ide, or 
O Cruft of Nature. "Twere a foolifh prefumption, 
M a Lapidarze fhould undertake to Rate the va- 
lue, or Luftre of a Jewell that is Lockt up, be- 
fore he opens the Cabinet. Į advice them there- 
fore to ufe their Hands, not their Fanfies, and 

to change their Abftračtions into Extra tions; 

_ for verily as long as they lick the {hell in chis 
-fafhion, and pierce not experimentally into the 
` ر‎ (enter of things, they can do no otherwife then 
- Ahey have done ; they cannot know things fub- 
^ ftantially,but onely defcribe them by their out- 
ward effects and Motions,which are fubje&, and 
obvious to every Common Eye. Let them con- 
fider therefore, That there is in Nature a Cer- 
tain {pirit which applies himfelf to the matter, 
and actuates in every Generation. That there 

is alo a paffive Intrinfecal principle where he is 
mote immediatly refident ici in the reft, and 
by mediation of which he communicates with 
| the more grols, materiall parts. For there is in 
.. Nature a Certain Chain , or fubordmate pros 
„ pinquity of Complexions between Vifibles, and 
“ , invifibles, and this is it by which the fuperiour, 
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fpirituall E fences defod ni converfe here be- - 
low with che Marter. But have. a: care. left you ۔‎ 
mifconceive me. Ifpeake nor in this place of 
the Divine fprrit, but I ipeake of a certaine 
Art by which a particular Spirit may be uni- | 
ted to the sverfall, and Nature by conle- 
quence may be ftrangely exalted, and multiply- 
ed. Now then, you that have your Eyes in 
your Hearts, and not your Hearts in your Eyes, 
attend to that which is fpoken, and that Ima 
exhort you to Magick in the Magicians phrafe, 
Intelictn Cordis Audite, = 
Itis obvious to all thofe whom Nature hath 
inrich'd with fence, and convenient Organs to 
to exercife it, That every body inthe World is | 
fubje& to a certain Species of Motion.

Vegetables have their growth and augmentati- 
on, which neceflarily inferre a Concočtion ; 
And finally the Earth, with her Mineralls and

the Matter of it felfe being meercly Paffive, and
